SUBJECT 1 Contact Report - ADOLO/2 



1. On 19 February 1962 at approximately 1500 hours, C/0 £_ 

C known as Q ~1 (a) telephoned ABCZLO/2 at his 

office, Committee for a Tree Latvl*p«9 West 57th Street, Rev York 19, 
Rev York, Code 212, FLaxa 3*6570, to arrange a nesting at lOOO hours 
In the lobby of the Park -Sheraton Hotel, 7th Avenue and 55th Street. 

The purpose of the neetlng was to debrief ABQLO/2 on his activities 
during the past two months. ASKHO/2 arrived promptly at ths neetlng 
site and was escorted to Boon 17k2 for a debriefing. 

2. AJ3&L0/2 turned over to ths undersigned various naterlals con* 
earned with Baltic and 8orlet natters t 



a. At ths C/O's request AHCILO/2 visited the Brooklyn Museum 
of History to see the Soviet exhibit of children's hooks. Ho 
Latvians were among the Soviet exhibitors, and the Item of Latvian 
Interest were United primarily to a few drawings, books and posters. 
AEKILO/2 procured two pamphlets. Education In the USSR and Technical 
Designing and Art by Soviet Children, and a package of post cards 
concerning Moscow. These 'naterlals have been added to the Latvian 
library collection. 

b. Three envelopes la which propaganda frta the Committee far 
Return to the Homeland has been received were tuned over to the 
undersigned. Three different addresses of the sender were listed

c. Copies of Latvia as Brlvlbal (Voice for Freedom of Latvia), 
1956-1961, a propaganda publication of the Committee for a Free Latvia 
mailed at Irregular periods to selected addressees Inside Latvia* 

Also a copy of a recent letter from AFXILO/2 to J. W* BRINKLEY of _ 
the Free Europe Cotmlttee vas furnished asking that publication of 
the paper be reinstated since Its discontinuance In February 1961. 

(See Attachment A.) Distribution of the paper, c. 2000 copies, vas 
handled by mailings from several different points of origin, namely 
Sweden - 500 to 600 copies j Vest Germany - 300 to 400; Canada - 
200 to 300 j England - 500 to 550 j and Denmark • 150 copies.

In the Recordak RECORD, a publication of a subsidiary at toMtmxx 
Kodak. (see Attachment B.) 



e. Copy of The Ca nadi a n Intelligence Service, Vol. 11 - Ho. 12, 
December 1961 - a private publication attacking SP activities and 
fellow travelers In Canada. (See Attachment C.) Consents on Rabbi 
FEIKBERQ amplify what has appeared con cer ning him In the Latvian 
emigre press.

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3. The undersigned discussed vith Subject the natter of completing 
his 1961 Income Tax Return. , /C AEK^XO/2 vas instructed to list the $ 600.00 
received from KUBAKK as inoooi^ received from "free lance writing end trans- 
lations". A copy of his income tax form signed by him has been forwarded 
to the C/O for inclusion In his 201 file. This procedure obviates the 
need far a Form 1099* 

4. Subject vas asked to obtain back copies of the Baltic Review, i 
Nos. 4, 5 and 22. These ooples will he used to complete the files of 
SR/2/Balt lc/Latvla . 

3. AEK3L0/2 was directed to obtain information on Alice Z IBCE L I 3, 
mother of a Latvian actress whose stage name Is Lindy Cindy. Alice 
ZIEM5LIS is suspected of CP, narcotics and/or prostitution activities. 

She is a friend of Robert ANCANS and Henry HAOATAIS, persons currently 
being investigated by this office for possible CP Involvement. AEJQLO/2 < 
could supply no immediate information. However, he vas familiar with a •' 
Captain fnu ZHMEXJ3 who served in the Latvian Legion and escaped to 
Sweden but vas sent back to Latvia forcibly in 1945* This person vas 
married to a Baltic German woman, 'name unknown, who together with two 
children repatriated to Germany in 1941. AEKXLO/2 does not believe that 
the wife of Captain fnu ZIEM22JS is identical with Alice ZHMEXJS. 

6 . Regarding Cecilia LAPINA and her sister, fnu BBDKXXE, now 
deceased c. 1961, pers ons possibly involved in CP, narcotics and/or pros- 
titution activities, AEKILO/2 stated that he could furnish information on 
them. He also mentioned that LAPINA is a friend of BAGATAIS. 

7* In an effort to try to establish further the Identity of judge 
Oswalds 0Z0LIN5, the father of a potential internal asset, AQdLO/2 was 
subsequently able to furnish only information found In standard Latvian 
reference books. 

8. AI20LL0/2 vas asked to try to develop Information on Henry BAGATAIS 
especially as to his p lanne d trip to Australia in March, how he could 
afford such a Journey, wham he pl a nne d to visit, particularly relatives, 
and any other interesting aspects. 

9. With respect to Voldemars ALPS, a farmer Latvian police official, 

living in New York, AEKILO/2 has no knowledge of his wife, fnu AIPS, and 
brother, Nlcolajs ALPS. AEKXLO/2 re c o nnen ded NEPARTS, residing 

in Detroit, Michigan, as a possible souroe of suen information. 

10. AEKELO/2 vas not aware of any Latvian Jew by the surname of 
FALKDV, 7ALKDFP, or variations thereof. He could not reoall any city 
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officials from Ludze, Latvia, nw living in the West. (Comment: FALXDV, 

born in Ludzo, may be a relative of Abraxas TRUNKS, a naturalized Latvian- 
Amcrican of interest to the Latvian desk, vho visited Latvia in 1S61 tut 
proved non-cooperative during his debriefing. ) Xn his letter of 27 March 
1962 to the C/0 AEKXLO/2 furnished leads to the following former residents 
of Ludze.

These individuals are related. They are not particularly active in Latvian 
affairs. 

11. In a continuing effort to find a suitable Latvian candidate for 
recruitment as a REDGKd spotter in Canada, AEKHO/2 has recommended Peteris 
BALODIS and Eriks R0BE3GKURTNIEK3 as two other possibilities. Traces will 
be run and further information developed. ROBEZGRUNTNIEKS aka S. ROBIZ was 
at one time involved in RED30X activities in Sweden and forced to emigrate. 
For this reason he will be excluded from further consideration. Further 
investigation of BALODIS will be made. (See Attachment 2.) 

12. After many delays and promises AEdLO/2 has been assured by the 

Latvian Rational Fund in Sweden that four films will be sent to hfm in 
the near future. The films, one of which was allegedly made from footage 
brought out hjf 3# received at Headquarters on 2 March 1962 . 

The_ material will bo viewed in the near future and a decision x»^o to 
repdrduce any or all of them. The film from purportedly shows 

the unhappy living conditions of kolkoz workers in the Jekabpila area.

13. AEKIL 0/2 is tentatively scheduled to testify before a Congressional 
Committee headed by Representative (Mrs. fnu) KELLY (H.Y.) during early 
March in Washington. The hearing will concern Itself with conditions in 
the Baltic States. In addition to AEOLO/2, other Latvians to testify will 
be Ja nla S IKPS0K3 (201-280322), 7 11 is MASERS, a memb er of the ACER, 

Villa BSRTQLB 3 , the Latvian fisherman who defected to C PT,n * ,> in 1959 . 




14. On 24-25 February AEQXO/2 was scheduled to be in Hamilton, 

Ontario, to attend a meeting of the local Daugavas Vanagi Chapter. He 
will keep his ear attuned to any other events of interest involving Latvians. 

15* Following a meal on the hotel premises, AEKHO/2 departed from 
the meeting room at 2000 hours* The next meeting will be held on call*
